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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



2. Claims 36-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kamejima et al. (4,549,208). 

Regarding claims 36, Kamejima shows a step of transforming (6) a selected 
portion of a spherical image to generate a perspective corrected planar image portion 
using a computer in real time in response to user input to the computer (col. 3, line 63, 
to col. 4, line 19). 

Regarding claim 37, see col. 4, lines 15-19. 

Regarding claim 38, see TV monitor 4. 

Regarding claim 40, see col. 3, line 63, to col. 4, line 19. 

Regarding claim 41 , since the camera in Kamejima can be selected in any angle, 
the selected portions can be selected in non-adjacent manner as claimed. 
Regarding claim 42, see transforming equation 2 in col. 3. 
Regarding claim 43, see TV camera 5B. 

Regarding claims 44, 39, although the camera in Kamejima can be rotated in any 
angle to capture images off from its optical axis (Figures 6-8), perspective corrected 
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planar image is still vertically aligned with the gravity vector (a flat image without 
distortion). 



3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 36-44 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Bolger (4,528,585) shows a user selectable input (1 01 ).
